NEGRO ACTOR, ONCE 
A MASON, TELLS OF 
HIS CONVERSION

It was the kindness of a Catholic | 
priest and Catholic nuns that resulted | 
in the conversion of Daniel L. Haynes, 
talented member of the all-Negro 
cast of “The Green Pastures” now | 
playing in the Illinois theatre in Chi- 
cago.
